LAYING CONTEST.

Tha total egg ¥yield In the thirty-
sacond week of the laying contest at
Storrs amounted to 4,168 egz=, only
one egzg less than the production for
the previous week and relatively 161

eggs more than for the corresponding
week last year.: The lighter Dbreeds
including the I.eghoruys, Campines,
and Buttercups are now doipg more
than thelr share. While they con-
stitute only 47 per cent.of the blrds
entered in the competition they laid
62 per cent of the eggs. last week.

Dictograph Pouliry Farm's White
Leghorns from West Nyack, N. Y.,
not only -won. first place for the week
but also ralsed the weekly record
from 658 to 681 SRES. Windsweep
Farm's Leghorns from Redding
Ridgs, Conn., came second . with .a
yield of 57 and four pens, namely:
Rhode Island Reds ownsd by Charles
& Pplhemus, Newburgh, N. Y. N.
W. Hendryxs' Leghorns from New
Haven, James H. Lord's Leghorns
from Methuen, DMass.,, and Barron’s
Lezghorns from Catforth, England, all
tied for third place with 58 egss
each.

Ferhaps the most unusual incident
of thg vear was the post mortem ex-
amination of White Wyandotte hen
No. 184 in one of the Storrs Station’s
Experimental Pens, There is nothing
at all umuesnal about this hen’'s egg
record. EShe laid 22 eggs in January,
17- In February, 16 in March, 14 in
April, 28 In May, but has never been
credited with two eggs In any one
day, In general it is not of:course
expected that hens will lay two eggs
a day but the examination of this
bird revealed =a mechanism that
would seemn to fmake possible the
regular production ef two eggs &

day. Instead. of the customary single
set of reproductive organs this hen
\had two ovaries, and two complete

aoviducts and not'only this but both
were functioning, A fully formed
ege with the shell on was found In
the lower part of the left oviduet
and a yolk was found in the upper
part of the right oviduct. Thus this
hen apparently used one set of or-
gans one day and the ather the next.
Her death was due to 2 much en-
Iarged lver perhaps that the indl-
vidual did notshave enough constl-
tutional vigor to make the maximum_
use of her unusual equipment.

AS MARKET FOR

ARGENTINA
AMERICAN AUTOMOBILES

Armerican-made automobiler are

steadily gaining® in popularity in the
Argentine market, their proportion
of the total imports of automobiles
into that country having risen from
10 1-2 per cent in 1912 to more than
1% per cent in 1813, the latest period
for which defailed oifficial returns
have reached the Bureau of Foreign
and Domestic Commerce of the De-
partment of Commerce.
The imports of aantomobiles into
Argentina during 1913 were valued
at $5,194,200, ‘supplied chiefly by
France, the United States, Germany,
Ttaly, the Urnited Kingdom and Bel-
gium, In the order named. While
France still ranked first in the impor-
tation of automoblles into Argentina
in 1913, the TUnlited States made a
larger actual and relative gain than
any of the countriezs above named,
a.np increased her rank from fourth
place in 1212 to second place in 1913,
In 1914, when the world-wide depres-
slon reduced the value of automobile
impo 4nto Argentina to about one-
fifth of their normal total, those
from the United States also decreased
our total exportation of automoblles
to Argentina and other coungries of
South America in. that year Being a
little over one-third that of the pre-|
ceding year.

Exports of automobiles from the
United States to all countries increas-
ed from 3291 valued at $2,833,154
in April, 1914, to 5,345 wvalued at $8,-
045,222 in April, 1916. This growth
was almost exciusively in commercial
automabiles, of which the exports
raose from 52 valuedi at $73,676 iIn
April, 1914, to 2,267 valued at $5,-
240,481 In April, 1315 About one-
half of these commercial automohbiles
went to France and the remainder
chiefly te England and other Euro-
pean countries. 1In the ten:months
preceding May 1, 13515, exports of
passenger vehicles ageregated 14,641
valued at $§12,356,472, as agalnst 23,.-
167 valued at $20,664,480 in the cor-
responding period one year earlier;
while those ot,commerul&l gutomo-
biles numbered 8,80 with an aggre-
gate of $338,877,968, compared with
595 wvaloed at $934.380 in 1913-14.

In an &utor&obi]s motor there are
many bearings of a revolving kind,
and a good many of a sllding sort—
notajply the pistons which move to
and fro in the cylinders, and the
valves push rods: For the pistons we
‘might use a thicker ¢il than is hest
for the bearings, but as the latter
are the most important wearing parts
we must have the lubricant of the
correct degree of thickness for the
crankshaft bushings, and use 1t for
the rest of the engine. &till we can-
not have it too thin or it will get past
the pistons into the combination
chamber ‘and there’:‘be burnt up.

On a piston there are rings mads
of springy cast iron snd turned with
sharp edges whieh scrape the cylin-
der walls at each down stroke. Pri-
marily the rings are to prevent gas
escaping @lownwards past the pistons
and it needs gnly the thinnest film of
ol to lubricate the piston and evlin-
der. Inside a motor oil is being flung
and splashed anfd sprayed about all
the time sp that, as a piston sscends
the eoylinder, the ¢il follows it and
wets the ecylinder thickly. As the pis-
ton comes down again it sweeps this
accumulation of o0il before it in a =ort
of wave and, if the eoating of oil is
too heavy, the action is rapid that
there is not time to tear the oil off
the cylinder to which its mnatural
stickiness cansese it to adhere, and
some of it I8 crowded past the piston.
Once It gets ahove the piston it ceases
tao be of any use and is merely burnt
ui causing carbon deposit and a

ky exhaust. This means that
whatever sort of systermn is ussd for
goetting oil to the bearings in the mo-
tor we must take care to prevent too
much from obta_lnlng access to the
cylinders.
